This Board again fmlt It to b« ft datjr to call the Mrnett attention of 
our health authoritiea and people to the ittoreasing prevalence and mortality 

from typhoid fevor and to the consequent growing importanoe of the con 
atant uae of the methods endorsed and oonfirmed by Boientilo research and 
obetmtton for the prevention of the diaeaae. 18,805 easee of this disease 
and l.r)7!» doath-i wcro roportod in Kentucky last year, chiefly confined to 
people in the prime of life and usefulness. The cost of caring for those 
dek of it, to say nothing of the sorrow, svf ering and loss of life, for the 
year, is reported as being t06:^,7o0. 

Typhoid ferer is probably the most prevenuble of all diseases, not 
even excepting; smallpox. It is now deflnftely known that, like eholera 
and dyjientery, the <jerms of the disease are contained only in the discharges 
from the bowels and kidneys of those sick of it. and that it is necessary for 
a person to swallow some of such discharges, or things poUated by them, in 
• MMBe way, in order to oonlract the disease. They oeoally gain entrance to 
the systoiu tliroiii:h infected wator from wells or streams draining inhabited 
areas, and polluted by infected feoal matter, or such matter may be carried 
hy ties and deposited on the food, ntonsile and handa in unsoreened kiteh 

ens and dinin<; rooiuh. The ^erms niiy also be carried on the hands of 
careless attendants, or on soiled clothing, or indirectly, by using milk or 
other artieles of nneooked food or drink from pans nad Tossela waahed in in 
feoted water. Ice from infected water is also daagOKHU, M it hai hoen 
ptOTen that freeiing does not kill the germs. 

A large volume of water may be infected from one ease, and if already 
polluted with organic matter, beeomes a ready eulturc fluid for the uiulti 
plication of the germs. In the now noted epidemic at Plymouth, Penn., 
involving the sickness of 1,104 persons, and the death of 114, the outbreak 
waa traced to the uae of wator from a stream intected by the discharges of 
Ole imported caso. The ri-i^ent disastrous epidemic at Ithaca, New York, 
onasing many deaths, and requiring the suspension of Cornell University, 
waa traced to the use of a pnblie water supply similarly infected. 

On the otlier hand, in thf distri'-isim: and fatal epidemic which i'lun|j; 
to our military camps at Chiokamauga, Camp Mead, Montauk Point and 
other places, during the Spanish. Ameriean was, fliea were found to be the 
principal cciriers of the di-ieaso by the United States Commission appoint- 
ed to investigate the origin of the outbieaks. By the use of whito powder 
^riukled over the discharges in the latrines, thousands of these pests were 
bracked direct from these and found covering the food, hands and utensils 
in the kitchen and mess rooms of the common soldier.*. Cultures taken 
from the feet, legs, bills and intestines of these flies showed the germs of 
typhoid fever in oountleas numbers. The kitoheqji %nd mess rooms of the 
©fficers were screened, and they most uniformly esraped the disease. Other 
facta no less convincing as to both water and flies being carriers of this 
disease might be multiplied indelnitely, if space permitted. In a amaller 
way, they must be common in the esperienctt of most physicians in active 
practice. 

Based upon the teachings ot the foregoing faeta, the following rules 
have been prepared with care for the guidance of all persons intorested in 
their own and the public health: 

1. When it is known or suspected that a person has typhoid fever, he 
B^nld be placed in a large, well ventilated room, with the windows and 
doors well .^iTi'i'iii'd, ;in<l iicli preparation sho\ii(i he made from the first day 
for the thorough and >y!>tematic disinfection of all discharges from the 
bowels and kidneys as will protect other members of the family," the atten- 
dants, any the coiumunity. 

2. A solution uf chloride ot lime, eight ounces to the gallon of water 
should be provided in ijuantity, and a i|uart of this should be put in the 
bed-pan or voxd rm li time before it receives the di>(;hari:es, and should be 
well stirred and allowed to stand in the vessel at least an hour before it is 
buried. An o(|uivalent solution of oreolin, or a thick white-wash made 
from the fre.sh i|uicklime, may be used in the same way wiien the chloride 
of lime l annot be obtained, but with these at least two hours will be re- 
quired to cumplote the disinfection. 

3. Soiled bed or body linen should remain in the chloride of lime so- 
lution for an hour, and may thiMi be safely put in tlio family wash. Soiled 
paper or cluthe.s used ubout the patient should be immediately burned. At- 
tondanti should wash the hands frequently, and the lips, and rinse the 
nouth alwav-i before catinj; No orn; >liould partake of any food whi<'h has 
stood in the sick room. All of thei^e precautions should be continued until 
all diarrhea has oeasod. • 

4. Typhoid fever i.> not a contagion-! in the sense commonly under- 
stood, and if the precautions above indicated are faithfully and intelligeat- 
ly carried nut. a case may be treated in any family or community with per- 

N'eft -:ili'i>. If otlier.-i havt.' the disease, it will he licMiise tliev were in- 
fected, IroMi till' same smine as the patiioit. or eoutructed it elsewhere. The 
same pr.rcautions should be observed in dysentery and all Other diarrheal 
disease^ including summer complaint in children. 

ft. AAll wrti water and unfiltered wator from rivers draining inhabited 
areas, wtiere typh<dd fever and diarrheal dlscMes are likely to occur at any 
time, and milk stored in cans or vessels washed in such water, should be 
looked upon as siispicinus. and slioiild always be boiled before it is drunk 
by any one not immune from typhoid fever. In the absence of a reliable, 
filtered, public water vopply, oartfoUy eoileoted and properly stored, oistern 
wator is safest. 

0. The windows ano'doors of all dwelling houses, and eipeoially of 

the kitchen and dining \oom, should always be well screened, and the flies 
actually kept out. Unless this is done, a earlessly managed case of ty- 
phoid fever, or oilier dirraheil disease, even a mile or Uiore away, may be 
a source of uanger ou account of flies. As mosquitoes are now known to 
b« oarrien of malaria, th# same precaution will protect from this poison

Id this we see God s love and care for the church, the vine 
of his own planting. We see the neeessity of abiding in Christ 'on oar 
part and having hitu ahiJe in us. ''For without me yc can do mitliint;. ' 
We see the importj^nce of having his word abide in uaand of earnest prayer; 
for it may be said of these conditions of fruitfulness as it waa uid of the 
christian viitnes, "For if ihese thinu's be in you, and abound, they make 
you that ye shall neither be barrep nor unfruitful in the knowledge of our 
Lord Jesus Christ," 1 Peter 1:8. "Herein is my father glorified, that ye 
bear much fruit," Jno. 15:8. 

lu the re<it of this fifteenth chapter, John speaks of Christ's love for 
us and our love for bim and fur one another. This love brings us into 
j close friendship with Jesus Christ. We are more than servants; wo are in* 
v. f timate friends and may know the will of our Divine Master. He warns 
' them that the world will hate them. If the world hated Christ and mis- 
treated him and put bim to death, his diseiples need not expect better 
trtatnent. 

Then follow those wonderful words in regard to the Comforter. It 
was expedient thit Christ should go awty. In his physical form he could 
not dwell with everybody at onee; bnt Holy Spirit could dwell in the 
heart of every christian and be a very prewnt help in every time of need; 
It would be his mission to reprove or convince the world of sin. of right" 
eousness, and of judgment. He should testify of the Father, or •'eveal the 
will (>t the Fatheir. He would ^uide the followers of Christ into all truth.

Little Savory Potato Cakes. — Twelve 
tablespoonfuls of floury potatoes, ei^t 
tablespoonfuls of white flour, two table- 
spoonfuls of grated cheese, one table- 
spoonful of cream, the volka of two^ggt, 
one teaspoonful of baiting powder, salt 
and cayenne to taste. Boil the potatoes 
and riA through a Ane sieve. Add the 
butter, flour, cheese, baking powder and 
seasoning and Mand thormighly. Mix 
into a light dough with tlia craam and 
the yolks of the eggs. Roll out half 
an inch thick, cut into little rounds and 
brush over with the beaten egg. Bake 
in a rather quick oven until a nice brown. 
Split in two, butter and sprinkle with a 
very little finely chopped parsley. 

Egg Savories. — Pass the yolks of three 
or four hard boiled eggs through a 
sieve and ponnd thi'ni with an ounce of 
butter and a table-poopful of grated 
cheese. Season witii celery salt, pepper 
and a little cayenne. .Xdd a teaspoon- 
ful of warm butter. W hen it is hot, 
spread it on some tri.uuular shaped 
pieces of toasted bread. Heat carefully 
in the ov n and scrve sprinkled with 

i hopped parsley. 

Indian Toast. — Take all the bones and 
ihc skin from the remains of sonie 
e -oked, smoked haddock. Weigh four 
ounces (this 's sufficient to cover f.ix 
:iieccs of toast) and pound it in a bowl 
wuli a dessertspoonful of fresh butter. 
Then add a teaspoonful of mustard, 
teaspoonful of curry, powder and a few 
rops of vinegar. Pass the fish through 
wire sieve and make it hot in a small 
saucepan containing about a teaspoonf.i 
of warm butter, mve rendy some care 
fully toasted pieces of bnrul of medium 
sire minus the crust. Place a little neip 
of the prepared fish on thcui. Then 
sprinkle over this some hard bfiiled white 
of egg which has been passed through 
a sieve, and after placing in the oven 
for a minute send to the tabic topped 
by a stuffed olive. 

Curried Beans. — Soak half a pint of 
butter beans for a couple of hours and 
then boil them in salted water until they 
are tender. After draining tlicm well, 
season with salt and pepper and put them 
jside until they are required. Cut B 
large onion into slices, chop it coarsely 
and put into a slewpan containing; three 
tablespoonfuls of butter. .\dd two to- 
matoes, sliced and cut into small pieces, 
and a.s soon as the onion he^;ins to ac- 
(juire a golilen color snrinkle in a tablc- 
spoonfid of curry powder and let ii cooli 
very gently for ten iiiiniucs. Pour ui 
llir;-e cups of boiling waier, ainl wliou 
tlic sauce has boiled, draw the pan to 
ilic side of the stove and let it simmer 
gently for a quarter of an hour. Then 
add a tablespoonful of tomato catsup, 
a teaspoonful of vinegar, two teaspoon- 
f uls of lemon juice and the beans. Cover 
with buttered paper and place t^ie stew- 
pan in a moderately hot oven for an 
nnur. The curry should be carefully 
stirred once or twice during the time 
and the heat sliould not be allowed to 
increase, or the carry will be loo dry 
when done.
